Editor The Star: I am writing 


this letter in regard to the dire 
need of a now state constitution 
for Arkansas. Ipray and hope that 
the letter will reach the eyes of a 
majority, if possible all, of our 
voters who reads Hope Star. 


The present state constitution 


was framed in 1874 in a period 
of distrust of public officials 
which reached an all-time high 
in Arkansas. Corruption was 
wide-spread as a result of post- 
Civil War reconstruction in the 
south, and the people of A rkan- 
sas 
were determined that it 


should never occur again. Con- 
sequently, the 1874 constitution 
emphasizes 
restrictions upon 


government and has often been 
characterized as a document of 
"thou shall nots". Some of the 
restrictive concepts have been 
extracted and paraphrased in the 
form of the following "Ten Com- 
mendments" of the Arkansas 
constitution: 


1. Free public schooling may 


not be provided at the kinder- 
garten or adult education level. 


2. The legislature 
may not 


meet regularly more than two 
months out of every two years. 


3. The cities may not levy more 


than a five-mill tax for general 
operations, even upon a unani- 
mous vote of the community. 


4. The governor may not be 


paid 
a salary of more than 


$10,000 a year, the lowest of any 
governor in the nation. 


5. Residents of cities and coun- 


ties may not determine their own 
form of government. 
: 
G. The governor may not exer- 


cise administrative control over 
the auditingdepartment, state de- 
partment, treasury department, 
state lands department, attorney 
general's office, game and fish 
commission, or the state highway 
department. 


7. The legislature may not call 


itself into special session. 


8. Cities may not levy more 


than a one-mill tax for main- 
tenance of a public library. 


9. Persons living in Arkansas 


less than a year may not vote for 
the president of the United States. 


JO. At a regular session the 


legislature may not submit mace 
than three constitutional amend- 
ments to the people, none at a 
special session. 


The present state constitution 


resembles an old building which 
Is in bad need of repair. A patch- 
ing up process of the building 
from time to time will not get the 
building In good condition. Just 
like patching up the constitution 
with amendments from time to 
time failes to get the job done. 
Since 1880's, only 27 amend- 
ments that were approved by 
the state legislature were ap- 
proved by the voters at the gen- 
eral elections.

Bajtimore 
Tailor-made 
for Wallace

BALTIMORE, Md, (AP) - A 


rally of some 10,000 people In a 
sports arena Monday night was 
tailor-made for George C. Wal- 
lace's intense campaign style, 


There were just enough heck- 


lers— a few hundred to provide 
a noisy counterpoint to Wal- 
lace's hour-long discourse on 
the American scene. 


Although there was little of 


the scuffling that has marked 
Wallace's campaign in some 
Northern cities, police used 
dogs and horses to move peace 
demonstrators away from the 
Baltimore Civic Center after the 
rally. 


But the third party presiden- 


tial candidate made tliem wel- 
come In the hall earlier. He 
blew kisses, thanked them for 
"bringing me a million votes" 
and lifted his admirers to high 
pitch as he warned the "anar- 
chists" that "you'd better have 
your day now because after 
Nov. 
5 you won't have many 


days left." 


The Wallace detractors filled 


one corner of the balcony and 
shouted "We want Hitlerl" and, 
"Go to hell, Wallace," and they 
sang "We Shall Overcome." 


Wallace clapped in time to the 


civil-rights hymn. He blew some 
more kisses, then cleared his 
throat into a large white hank- 
erchief and resumed his talk. 


When the Wallace supporters 


began waving their fists and 
shouting "shut up!" at the dem- 
onstrators, 
Wallace 
soothed 


them. "They're all right. Let 
the police handle it. Let's all be 
In a good humor now." 


At one point the former Ala- 


bama 
governor stepped 
from 


behind his bulletproof rostrum 
and walked to the edge of the 
stage to smile and bow at the 
demonstrators. 


The crowd had been warmed 


up for more than an hour with 
Country style music. The en- 
trance of several dozen police- 
men in riot helmets brought the 
crowd to its feet. And a shouted 
chorus of "God Bless America" 
bathed the vast arena in emo- 
tion 
just 
before 
Wallace 


bounced onto the stage, taking 
quick little 
bows and firing 


snappy military salutes at the 
audience. 


Although the heckling contin- 


ued 
without 
letup, 
Wallace 


spoke at length over the power- 
ful loudspeaker system. Even 
after an hour, he seemed reluc- 


tant to end,

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Inspections 
to Take Some 
Cars Off Rood

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A lot 


of the so-called junkheaps will 
begin disappearing soon from 
Arkansas highways when the 
state's compulsory vehicle in« 
spection program shifts into 
high gear. 


Those cars which trail a 


smoke screen thick enough to 
conceal an armored regiment 
will be on the way out, as well 
as those with headlights that 
glare off Into the three as 
though the driver were hunting 
by them. 


The crackdown on defective 


vehicles actually began last 
February, but it affected only 
vehicles purchased during 1968, 
new and used. Still, State Police 
reported that 292,000 vehicles 
have been Inspected so far this 
year. 


Starting Jan. 1, however, all 


cars are to be inspected an- 
nually but not more than 30 
days before they are registered. 
The inspection program has be- 
come a little confusing since 
the Revenue Department began 
its program of staggered regis- 
trations. 


Some owners received regis- 


tration notices by mall during 
September and more will during 
October. Sgt. Dwain Thompson, 
assistant 
commander of the 


State Police Motor Vehicle In- 
spection Section, point out, 
though, that If a license is al- 
ready in the owner's name, the 
vehicle would not have to be in- 
spected until a year from now. 
All those register after Jan. 1 
will have to be inspected, re- 
gardless. 


So far, however, the program 


is going fine, Thompson said. 
"We've got a few problems, 
but they are being minimized." 


Thompson said there are now 


800 licensed inspection stations 
in the state and by the first of 
the year there should be 1,000 
stations. He said it is anticipat- 
ed that 1,200,000 vehicles will be 
Inspected next year. 


"We're getting great coopera- 


tion from the public on this," 
Thompson said, "and it seems 
they are accepting it real well." 


The act authorizing the pro- 


gram1 passed by the 1967 legis- 


frorn losing about $5 million in 
federal highway funds. Tbe fed- 
eral Highway Safety Act of 1966 
presided that states must meet 
certain requirements, including 
automobile Inspection, or they 
could lose 10 per cent of their 
federal highway funds. 


The program requires the 


owner to pay a $1.75 fee, with 
a $1.25 going to the inspection 
station and 50 cents to the state. 
For vehicles weighing more 
than 8,000 pounds loaded, the 
fee is $2.50. 


"The price of vehicle inspec- 


tion and the repairs that may 
have to be made are insignifi- 
cant when the safety of one's 
family is considered," State Po- 
lice Director Col. Ralph Scott 
said. "It can literally be a life- 
saving investment." 


To get ready for the pro- 


gram, State Police trained 25 of 
its men in the fundamentals of 
auto Inspection. After complet- 
ing the three-week course, the 
men were assigned throughout 
the state to supervise the an* 
nual inspections and to train up 
to 5,000 persons who will carry 
out the inspections. 


Thompson said schools lave 


been set up over the state and 
the inspectors are given a two- 
hour course. He said they will 
be called In periodically for re- 
schooling. 


Tlie penalty for failure to un- 


dergo Inspection will be auto- 
matic revocation of the offen- 
der's vehicle license. 


Items to be inspected include 


rntrrow, windshields and wu> 
dow glass, steering, brakes, 
emergency brakes, beam Indi- 
cator, stop lights, tail lights, re* 
factors, direction signals, tires, 
miiffler and exliaust, wheels 
and alignment and headlights. 


Exempt from the inspection 


are vehicles belonging to mu- 
nicipally owned and operated 
transit systems, vehicles manu- 
factured prior to 1933 which are 
used primarily for exhibitions, 
trailers and semitrailers having 
a gross loaded weight of 3,000 
pounds or less, trailers and 
semitrailers not tor hire, and 
usyod primarily for hauling farm 
products and house trailers not 
operated on public highways.

the inspection, the owner can 
nave it repaired and return it 
within five days to the same in- 
spection station for retofpection 
without havuig to pay aaother 
fee.

Workers Union and the Bitumi- 
nous Coal Operators Assoclatloo 
have agreed on an over-all In- 
crease of at least $2.50 per day 
for each of the approximately 
80,000 miners affected. 


But union demands that mem- 


ber companies stop buying coal 
from nonunion mines, and a dis- 
pute over how to control coal 
dust that the union says causes 
a miners' lung disease, were 
among tbe Issues holding up fi- 
nal agreement. 


Prospects were that If no new 


contract agreement is reached 
by tbe union's midnight dead- 
line, the rest of the miners 
would Join the strike already be- 
gun by more than 40,000 last 
week. Those men claimed the 
contract actually expired last 
week. 


The bulk of the strikes so far 


are In West Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Illinois and Kentuc- 
ky. The union has coal contracts 
with companies In a total of 22 
states. 


Sources reported no great 


pressures for an immediate 
agreement because of adequate 
coal stocks above ground and 
the (act that the strikers have 
not been off the Job long enough 
to be suffering economically. 


The last two contracts, in 1964 


and 1966, provided wage and 
fringe benefit increases of about 
$2 per-day per-man bringing 
current wages up to $37,23 per 
day for mnst miners, and $30 
daily for top rated men.

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


Congressional leaders see no 
reason why the 90th Congress 
can't adjourn by the end of this 
week. 
t Only President Johnson, they 
say could upset plans for ni'rrar 
bers to go home by Friday and 
campaign for re-election. All 435 
House seats and one-third of the 
100 Senate seats are before the 
voters next month. 


The President could prolong 


the session by sending another 
nomination for chief Justice to 
the Senate, which failed last 
week to confirm the nomination 
of Abe Fortas to that position. 
The 
President withdrew the 


nomination at Fortas' request. 


Senate leaders said they have 


no indication the President will 
make a second attempt to try to 
name a successor to Chief Jus- 
tice Earl Warren, who wants to 
retire. 


The current session started 
Jan. 15. 


With the court fight apparent- 


ly out of the way, Senate and 
the House sped up consideration 
of some remaining measures 
that must be disposed of. Ad- 
journment fever was likely to 
hasten the action. 


One of the major money bills, 


up for final Senate action today, 
is an $18.4 billion measure for 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare and the La- 
bor Department. 


It already has passed the 


House but In slightly different 
form. 


Senate and House conferees 


were drafting final versions of 
the annual defense and foreign- 
aid money bills. Differences be- 
tween the two branches were 
not considered wide enough to 
endanger adjournment. 


The final money bill of the 


session, 
a sharply • trimmed 


£101.7 million catch-all measure 
was on today's House docket. 
Opponents 
of 
reductions 
In 


funds for new housing programs 
and the expanded food stamp 
program were expected to try to 
get more money, 


The bill has not yet been con- 


sidered by the Senate but was 
slated for a quick trip through 
that branch. 


Also on the House calendar is 


a Senate-passed bill to make It 
possible for presidential candi« 
dates Richard M. Nixon, Hubert 
H. Humphrey and George C. 
Wallace to engage in a televi- 
sion debate if they want to with- 
out giving equal time to other 
candidates, 


One more major measure also

Back in the early days of 


c o n t r a c t , a young player 
named Oswald J a c o b y in- 
vented the weak jump over- 
call. The basic idea of the 
weak jump overcall is to de- 
prive the opponents. pf bidding 
room and make it difficult for 
them to get to the right con- 
tract. 


Today the bid is in almost 


universal use in expert cir- 
cles but the general public 
has not adopted it and prob- 
ably n e v e r will. The bid 
doesn't always work, as may 
be seen from today's hand, 
played in a match point du- 
plicate. 


West's two-spade overcall 


put a lot of pressure on North 
but he was not going to be 
shut out and came through 
with a three-club bid. This put 
some pressure on South also, 
but he responded nobly with a 
three no-trump call. 


West opened his king of 


spades. South d u c k e d that 
lead but won the next spade. 
He knew all about weak jump 
overcalls and was willing to 
gamble that West held exactly 
six spades and no high card to 
get in with. 


Then South proceeded to go 


after the diamonds and the 
clubs. East got in twice; once 
with the diamond ace and 
once with the club king but 
there was nothing he could do 
about getting to West's spades 
and South made an overtrick. 


The weak jump overcall had 


turned around and bitten its 
user. If West had simply kept 
still, or bid one spade, the 
chances are that South would 
still have wound up at three 
no-trump. West would have 
made the same spade lead 
and it is possible that South 
would have taken the second 
spade. It is far more likely 
that he would have ducked 
twice. JJe could not be sure 
that West held six spades, lie 
would still have made his con- 
tract but his failure to make 
that overtrick would have left 
him with a good score instead 
of a top.

S u r b e x is a multivitamin 
preparation that can be safely 
taken 
during pregnancy if 


needed. Although Sinutabs are 
relatively h a r m l e s s , they 
should not be taken regularly 
at any time and not at all dur- 
ing pregnancy.

B. .STATEMENT OF P O L I C I E S 


AND PURPOSES. 


The General Assembly declares tliat 


the policies and purposes of this State 
and of this Act an; to promote, foster 
and encourage the orderly marketing of 
milk products and froz^ dairy prodm-ls. 
to eliminate speculation In the market- 
InK of milk products nnd frozen dnlry 
producln, to rnuse the marketing of milk 
products and frozen dairy products In 
this State to be as efficient and econom- 
ical as tmsslblp. to maintain a reason- 
ablr amount of stability anil prosperity 
In the marketing of milk products find 
frozen dnlry products; to safeguard (he 
publlf against the creation or perpetua- 
tion of monopolies in the flalry Industry: 
to foster and encourage stability In the 
dairy Industry, by regulating trade prac- 
tices and by prohibiting unfnlr and ills-

SECTION 3—DEFINITIONS.

For the purpose of 
thla Act a dairy farmer-processor Is a 
processor in any processing, manu- 
facturing or sale of milk products or 
frozen dairy products, or In any re- 
ceipt of milk from a source other than 
his own production, except solids for 
fortification.

SECTION 4—THE ARKANSAS DAIRY 


COMMISSION 
A. CREATION AND ORGANIZATION 
OF THE COMMISSION 


There Is hereby created a Commission 


to be known as the Arkansas Dairy 
Commission which shall consist of five 
(B) members. Two (2) members of the 
Commission, Including successors to the 
Initial appointees, shall be consumers, 
and shall represent consumers, but no 
such consumer that Is appointed shall 
have any Interest financially 
in any 
processor, distributor, or retailer doing 
business In the State of Arkansas or 
required to be licensed under this Act. 
One (1) member, Including successors 
to the Initial appointees, shall represent 
retailers on the Commission. Such mem- 
ber shall be an owner, officer or em- 
ployee of a retailer. Two (2) members, 
Including successors to the Initial ap- 
pointees, shall represent processors. Each 
such member shall be an owner, officer 
or employee of a processor. One of the 
processor members shall be engaged In 
processing frozen dairy products. 


Each Commission member shall be a 


citizen of the State, nnd may be ap- 
pointed without regard to his place of 
residence In the State, except that no 
two members shall reside In or have 
their principal places of business In the 
same county. Each member shall be 
appointed by the Governor for his quali- 
fications to administer and enforce this 
Act and to accomplish the legislative 
Intent in the manner prescribed by the 
terms and provisions of this Act. Each 
appointment shall be subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate. 


B. TERMS OF MEMBERS 
The Initial five members appointed to 


the Commission shall determine by lot 
which one shall serve for a two year 
term, which one shall serve for a three 
year term, which one shall serve for a 
four year term, which one shall serve 
for a five year term anil which one shall 
serve for a six year term. The terms of 
all members appointed upon the expira- 
tion of the first terms of each of the 
members first appointed shall be five 
(5) years. In the event of a vacancy on 
the Commission because of the df-nth 
of a member, or his inability to act. or 
similar causes, the Governor shnll ap- 
point a successor for the remainder of 
the term of the member whose office Is 
vacant. If the vacancv Is occasioned by 
expiration of a term the Governor sh.nl) 
appoint a successor. In either event; 
the persons appointed shall meet the 
qualifications and restrictions set forth 
In Subsection A of this Section, so that 
the composition and representation of 
the Commission shnll not be chnnged. 


C. COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS 
Members of the Commission shall re- 


ceive Twenty Dollars (J20.00) per day 
for each day spent In attending meet- 
ings of the Commission, and In nerf^rrn- 
Ing such duties as may he required of 
them by law or by the rules of practice 
or regulations of the Commission, and 
shall receive reimbursement for such 
actual and necessary expenses as are 
Incurred In the performance of such 
official duties. 


D 
MEETINGS AND QUORUM 


The members of the Commission shall 


annually elect a Chairman and a Vice- 
Chairman at the first meeting of the 
Commission. The Chairman shall preside 
at 
all 
Commission meetings, 
except 


when the Chairman Is not present, at 
which time the Vice-Chairman shall pre- 
side at meetings of the Commission. 
The date, time and place of the first 
meeting of the Commission shall be 
fixed by the Governor. Thereafter the 
convening of the Commission shall be 
determined by a quorum of the Com- 
mission, or by Commission rule; pro- 
vided, nothing shall prohibit the conven- 
ing of the Commission at any time at 
the call of the Chairman or Vlce-Chalr- 
mun when either believes that circum- 
stances warrant the convening of the 
Commission. Three (3) members of the 
Commission shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business of the 
Commission. Any action by the Commis- 
sion which Involves the exercise of a 
quasl-leglHlatlve 
function 
or 
an 
ad- 


judlcatory function of the Commission 
shall require the affirmative vote of a 
majority of dll members of the Commis- 
sion. All oilier actions of the Commis- 
sion may bo taken upon the majority 
vote of a quorum of the Commission 
present 


E. OFFICE OF THE COMMISSION 
The Commission shall have its princi- 


pal office In Little Rock. Arkansas. 
SECTION 5—EMPLOYEES OF T H E 
COMMISSION 
The Commission shall employ an ex- 


ecutive director and 
such assistants 


and employees, permanent and tempo- 
rary, as may be necess.'irv to carry out 
the duties and responsibilities of the 
Commission under the provisions of this 
Act. The Commission shall determine 
the qualifications, duties and compen- 
sation of such employees. Employees of 
the Commission shall he reimbursed for 
their expenses In accordance with rules 
established 
by the Commission. Thn 


Commission 
shall employ a 
licensed 
attorney of the State of Arkansas as Its 
chief counsel. Such attorney may serve 
on a full-time basis. The Commission 
may obtain the services of such addi- 
tional attorney at It deems necessary. 


The Commission may also contract 


for auditing, economic research, and 
other technical services, whenever It 
determines that such services are needed. 
SECTION 6—GENERAL POWERS OF 
THE COMMISSION 
The Commission Is hereby declared to 


be the Instrumentality of the State of 
Arkansas for the purpose of administer- 
ing the provisions of thla Act and of 
executing the legislative Intent herein 
expressed. The Commission Is hereby 
delegated the power to supervise. In- 
vestigate, and regulate the dairy In- 
dustry 
engaged 
In 
the 
business of 
processing, manufacturing, storing, dis- 
tributing, and selling milk products and 
frozen dairy products In the State of 
Arkansas. However, such power shall 
not extend to health regulations. 
The Commission may upon complaint, 


or upon Its own motion, investleate, 
study, hold hearings, Issue subpoenae* 
In the exercise of Us odjudlcatory func- 
tions In accordance with the adminis- 
trative procedure act. and tnke such 
other action as It rimy deem necessary 
to exercise the authority and perform 
the duties delegated to. or Imposed ut on, 
the Commission by this Act. In the 
course of the Commission's investiga- 
tions, »tudie», hearings, or other action, 
any member or authorized representa- 
tive of the Commission may administer 
oaths and may interrogate witnesses un- 
der oath. Anv lnve*ti#atlon. hearing, 
study, or enforcement 
action by the 


Commission shall be conducted in com- 
pliance wilh all applicable provisions of 
this Act. 


The Commission shall have the spe- 


cific authority to determine, the actual 
price paid by processor* (or row milk 
and to require a processor with a inl'k 
processing plant located iiwlde or out- 


side of any distribution marketing nrt-a 
lo pay to the commission an equaliza- 
tion charge oh the volume of milk sold 
within any distribution marketing nren

of, books, papers, records, accounts or 
other documents of persons doing busi- 
ness with licensees as to transactions 
affecting such business.

B. LICENSES REQUIRED 
Kach dairy-farmer processor, proces- 


sor, wholesale distributor, retail distrib-

obtain a license from the Commission 
for each plant, retail outlet or other 
place of business operated by such li- 
censee. If one person performs at a 
single business location two or more 
licensed functions under this Act, such 
a« that of processor and retailer, such 
person shall obtain a license from the 
Commission for each such function. A 
retailer 
operating 
vending machines 


shall be required to obtain only one li- 
cense for all such machines. Persons 
not having a fixed place of business In 
Arkansas, but who make sales of milk 
products or frozen dairy products. In the 
State of Arkansas, shall also be required 
to obtain a license from the Commission. 
It shall he unlawful for any person to 
have, receive, or deal in milk products, 
or frozen dairy products, as a broker, 
factor, or consignee for any license un- 
less such person has the game type of 
license as the licensee for whom such 
person acts. No person or licensee shall 
take any action with respect to milk 
products, or frozen dairy products. If 
he has reason to believe that the trans- 
action In such products Is In violation of 
the provisions of this Act. 


C. LICENSE APPLICATIONS 
Applications for licenses or renew- 
als thereof shall be made on forms 
prepared and furnished by the Commis- 
sion. A fee of One Dollar (Jl.OO) shall 
be paid to the Commission for each 
license. A retailer operating more than 
one place of business may apply in a 
single application for licenses for all 
sui'h places of business. The Commis- 
sion sha'l require the applicant for a 
license to set out In the application 
such facts concerning the applicant, and 
the nature of the business that the ap- 
plicant proposes to conduct, as the Com- 
mission deems necessary for the admin- 
istration of this Act. Licenses Issued 
hereunder by th« Commission shall ex- 
pire one year from the d'lte of issuance.

Land Deals 
by Van Dalsem 
Ruled Legal 


LITTLE "ROCK (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. Joe Purcell said today 
that a charge of illegal and 
fraudulent transfer of lands by 
Land Commissioner Sam Jones 
was "entirely without founda- 
tion." 


The charge against Jones was 


made by Ed Allison of Blythe- 
ville, the Republican party can- 
didate for land commissioner. 


Allison 
had charged that 


Jones illegally sold 152 acres 
of state land to former state 
Rep. Paul Van Dalsem .for $1. 


"My office has spent many 


hours researching this question 
and we find that the charges 
are entirely without foundation, 
that the state of Arkansas nev- 
er held title to the land in ques- 
tion, and therefore could not 
have transferred or conveyed 
title," Purcell said,. ..,. -- 


Purcell said Xllison had sub-" 


mttted a mass of data to sup- 
port his contention, including 
aerial photographs, surveys, 
photostats of deeds and records. 


"However, he failed to sub- 


mit the single most important 
document having to do with 
this land, a 1964 court decision 
which established its present 
ownership and decreed spe- 
cifically that it was not an is- 
land," 
the attorney general 


said. 


Purcell said he did not know 


"whether 
this was omitted 


through negligence or whether 
it was a willful act," but add- 
ed that, "If Ed Allison had done 
his homework before making 
the charges and requesting this 
investigation, the taxpayers of 
Arkansas 
would 
have been 


saved quite a bit of money for 
the time wasted on this investi- 
gation." 


The court decision on the 152 


acres was handed down in Sep- 
tember 1964 by Chancellor Rich- 
ard Mobley of Faulkner Coun- 
ty. It established that 0. H. 
Stark 
of 
Faulkner 
County 


owned the land. It said Van 
Dalsem did not own it. 


Van 
Dalsem 
obtained 
a 


"quiet title" to the land on Aug. 
2, 1961, when Jones, acting un- 
der Arkansas law, gave Van 
Dalsem title to the land for $1, 
according to the court record.

cern over deteriorating police- 
community relations shown by 
law enforcement officials today 
at. the 75th annual conference of 
the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 


A hopeful note came from 


Lux, who added that "the trend 
is going back the other way now 
and beat men are back on the 
job to re-establish 
with the 


people." 


Most officials agree with U.S. 


Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark who 
said in a talk Monday that po- 
lice-community 
relations are 


the "most difficult and Impor- 
tant law enforcement problem" 
of the decade. 


While agreeing with Clark, 


many chiefs said in interviews 
they felt police have becomo the 
victims in deteriorating commu- 
nity relations simply because 
they represent constituted au- 
thority or the "establishment." 


"Social ills and economic ills 


are the base of the problem." 
Lux says. "The public may not 
be against the police directly 
but we just happen to be the 
representatives of the establish- 
ment." 


The sheriff of Los Angeles 


County, Peter Pitchess, feels 
permissiveness has aided the 
problem. 


"This permissiveness has led 


to a disprespect for any consti- 
tuted authority," the sheriff 
said. 


"There has been great em- 


phasis during the past few years 
placed on community-police re- 
lations, but it mostly has been 
on the side of law enforce* 
ment," he added. "Police try to 
relate to the community, but the 
community is not relating to 
law enforcemont. Cooperation is 
not unilateral, it's bilateral."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mili-

Bombs If It 
Saved Lives

BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) - 


Richard M. Nixon says, that if 
elected president, he would not 
step up the bombing of North 
Vietnam— and might even halt 
it if it would result in less loss of 
American lives. 


He also said he would seek 


broader negotiations on Viet- 
nam and would stand for "a 
peace that was generous." 


The Republican presidential 


candidate, who spent Monday 
night in Buffalo before flying to 
rallies today in Flint, Mich., and 
Minneapolis, discussed all as- 
pects of Vietnam at greater 
than usual length Monday. His 
forum was a conference in 
Washington of publishers and 
editors, sponsored by United 
Press International. 


Responding to questions, 


Nixon said that he would not 
raise the current limited level of 
bombing involving North Viet- 
nam and expressed that view 
that "we should stop the bomb- 
ing when whoever is president 
is convinced it will result in less 
American lives lost rather than 
more American lives lost." He 
called that the key point and in- 
dicated he would weigh it care- 
fully if elected. 


The candidate, without elabo-
